Dear Examiner Lu: 

During our telephone interview tomorrow, I would like to initially discuss with you the inventive features disclosed from 
page 46 to 56 (and especially pages 46 to 49) of the present application. I believe this will facilitate a subsequent 
discussion of the claims. 

I would then like to point out some of the important differences between the claims and the cited references (and 
especially the Hosken patent). Regarding claim 1, one such difference is that Hosken does not disclose "a client 
component which runs.. .in association with a web browser... and notifies the server component of web addresses 
accessed by associated users." As described in the present application, one benefit of using such a client component is 
that it allows a user's browsing activities across multiple web sites to be monitored, and to be used to provide personalized 
recommendations to the user. For example, once the, user has viewed a set of web pages or web sites during a current 
browsing session, other web pages and/or sites can be suggested to the user that are collectively related to those already 
browsed.
